This is in response to the Restriction Requirement of October 4, 2001. A 
Petition to Re-start the Time Period for Responding is submitted concurrently 
herewith, as the original Restriction Requirement mailed October 4, 2001 was never 
received by Applicant or its representatives. The undersigned learned of the 
Restriction Requirement when a check of the status of this case by the PAIR system 
was made, and when the Examiner then kindly sent a copy of the Restriction 
Requirement by facsimile. 

In response to the requirement for species election set forth in the October 4, 
2001 action, Applicant hereby elects (a) salt, particularly potassium sulfate, as the 
osmotically active compound, (b) cystic fibrosis as the disease afflicting the subject, 
and (c) inhalation as the administering method. Claims 22-29, 31-32, 37, and 44-50 
are readable on the elected species of osmolyte. Claims 22-29, 3 1-43, 44, and 49-50 
are readable on the elected disease. Claims 22-29, 31-48, and 49 are readable on the 
elected species of administration. 
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The assistance of the Examiner is acknowledged with appreciation. 
It is submitted that this case is in condition for substantive examination, which 
action is respectfully requested.
